The  remarkable  sight  was  witnessed 
today  of  Premier  Asqulth  and  Mr. 
Bonar  Law,  leader  of  the  Opposition, 
who  a  few  days  ago  were  on  t«rms  of 
political  hOBtiUty.  driving  in  the  .same 
car  for  a  consultation  with  Sir  Kdward 
Grey, 

The  Prime  Minister  announced  in  the 
House  that  the  amending  bill  to  the 
llwne  Rule  Bill  would  be  dropped  for 
the  present  by  the  consent  of  all 
parties,  the  parties  including  the  Irish 
Nationalists   and    the    T'lsterites.   ' 

The  J'remier  said:  "We  meet  today 
under  conditions  of  gravity  wlilch  are 
almost  unparalleled  in  the  experience  of 
any   of    us. 

"The  lss\ies  of  peace  ,:u)d  war  hang- 
ing in  the  balance  and  with  the  risk  of 
n  catastrophe  of  which  it  it,  impossible 
to  mcaaure  the  dimensions  or  the  ef- 
fects. 

"In  these  circumstances  It  is  of  vital

stops  dealtnv  with  conditions  necea- 
sary."

'So  Far  Has  Met  With  Little 
Opposition  From  Servians 
— Belgrade  Occupied  With- 
out Serious  Difficulty, 


LONI,>OX,  .Inly  ai.--A  Scmlin  dis- 
patch to  The  Standard  says;  "The 
Austrians  crossed  Ihi-  Danube  thirty 
miles  to  the  oast  of  Belgrade  and  the 
.Save  ten  miles  to  the  south.  Belgrade 
has  been  captun-d,  and  Is  now  occupied 
by  .Vu.-'irlan  troops,  .'ind  the  force 
wiilirii  invaded  Servia  nt  Scinendria  Is 
iKlvaiicing  ailing  tlio  roiul  which  leafl« 
to    Osipanicu,    and    iiitiinatcly    to    Xl.shu. 

"Tlie  uccupation  of  Bcigruile  was  car- 
riei!  out  without.  .  serloa.s  dli.tlculty. 
The  invading  troojis  cros.sed  the  rlv*r, 
partly  by  means  of  tlie  remnant.>j  of 
the  railway  bridge,  which  was  blown 
up  by  the  .Servians,  and  partly  hy  a 
pontoon  bridge  constructed  'UDder  il-f 
cover,  und  approached  the  Servian 
capital  on  the  «outh.  The  attacking 
forces  advanced  by  a  steuj)  hill,  driving 
the  Servians  before  them."  The  Scr- 
\  ian.s  retreated,  partly  along  the  road 
leading  to  Oroca  and  partly  towards 
I'opovlch.  The  losses  on  both  sides  ap- 
7)earpd  to  have  been  comparatively 
light. 

"The  invasion  of  Servia  ii  .<■  niin- 
<lria  was  a  more  difficult  tush.  Tiie 
Austrlans  built  a  pontoon  bridge  under 
the  cover  of  darUnoss  from  un  Island 
in  the  mldille  of  the  Danube,  where  th>' 
channel  narrows  ^i  UOO  yards  and  ilie 
current  is  swlf  i.  The  construction  of  i 
tlie  bridge  was  a  hazardous  operation. 
The  wnrk  was  perceived  from  th<! 
Ser\lan  shore,  and  the  Servians  opened 
lire.  The  o locking  force«  were  aided 
by  artillery  and  Infantry  along  the 
south  shore  of  the  Island,  and  succeed- 
ed in  completing  the  bridge,  over  which 
they   passed. 

Austrian    Jtoporta 

Vlii.XXA,  July  .10. — The  following  of- 
ficial   dispatch   was    received    tor*j;ht: 

"A  machine  gun  fire  was  opened 
from  Belgrade,  and  In  reply  the  Aus- 
tria-Hungary monitors  bombarded  the 
city.  At  one  o'clock  in  the  morning 
the  powder  magazine  in  Belgrade  blew 
up.  At  dawn  the  •Servians  made  another 
unsuccessful  attempt  to  destroy  the 
bridges. 

"As  shots  were  tired  from  the  Ser- 
vian custom  house  on  our  troops,  our 
artillery  was  trained  on  the  building, 
which  wa.q  quickly  demoliahed.  This 
was    folowcd    bj'    rifle    Are. 

"I.>uring  the  Servian  attempts  to  blow 
up  the  bridges,  sixteen  .Servians  were 
captured  Ijy  our  men  and  tsken  to 
I'eterwardeln. 

"It  is  i-umored  that  serious  dlsturlj- 
ancrs  have  occurred  in  new  Servia, 
wiiere  the_  Servian  element  1«  reported 
to    liave    refused    to    enter    the    arm.v. 

(->ne  man  on  the  Austrian  side  and 
about  ten  Servians  were  killed.  Hands 
of  aervians  vainly  attemiited  to  harass 
tilt:   Austrlans   at   UJellna.

three  eimtN  In  as  many  ininat«|.  Tha 
market  will  steady  itself  In  a  day  or 
two," 


Bread  and  Other  Foodstuffs 
Already  Higher  in  En.gland 
—Fear  of  Russian  Wheat 
Supply  Being  Stopped, 


L(,iNI>ON,  .iiiiy  .TO. — The  ,pr1ce.o  of 
bread  and  other  piovi.sions  are  leaping 
upward  sltnultaneously  wltli  every  iid- 
dltlon  to  the  gravity  of  the  situation 
abroad.  The  fear  of  interference  with 
the  transportation  of  Baltic  cargoes 
has  incroascfl  the  price  of  foreign  flour 
50  cents,  and  bakers  have  already  <l'e- 
cided  to  raise  the  price  of  the  miiirtern 
loaf   one   cent    on   Tuesday    next. 

It  Is  believed  that  there  will  be  no 
great  variation  In  prices  If  tUi;  war  is 
localized.  However,  if  the  Kussian 
production  Is  stopped,  only  America 
would  be  left.  Shippers,  here  aro  Jubi- 
lant over  the  American  crop,  and  feel 
that  America  can  help  the  Old  World 
mor«  than  ever  before,  Canada,  too, 
will  assist,  buf  there  will  be  no  corn 
from  Australia  until  .Tanuary.  Argen- 
tina   has    little    to    spare. 

Provlnci.'il  markets  in  T-"nglnnd  re- 
port a  rise  in  price  of  Kngllsh  wheat 
from  »9  to  ?10.50  since  Saturday.  The 
normal  price  is  about  $8.  Russian 
butter  and  Danish  bacon  Is  from  $1  to 
1^  higher  at  wholesale,  adding  two 
cents  a  pound  to  the  retail  prle«  of 
butter    here.  \ 

The  shortage  of  provisions  in  Paris 
and  Vienna  is  duo  chiefly  to  the  eager- 
ness of  housewives  to  lay  In  a  hlg 
supply  in  case  war  causes  famine. 
Thus  an  artlflclal  rise  In  prices  would 
be  caused.  All  the  continental  cities 
are  really  well  stocked  witli  food  at 
present,  and  there  is  no  danger  of  a 
genuine    shortage   for   some    tIm'J.

Correspondent  at  St,  Peters- 
burg Charges  Germany  and 
Austria  With  Hypocritical 
Diplomatic  Efforts. 


TO  BE  ATADiBlE 


Minister  Returns  to  Capital 
and  Meeting  of  Militia 
Council  Is  Held— Work  of 
Preparation  Proceeds. 


LONDON,  July  30.— The  St.  Peters- 
J  ui'g  correspondent  of  The  Times  says 
that  partial  mobilization  has  been  or- 
•iL'tcd  by  Hussia  an<l  Is  confined  to  the 
army  corps  stationed  along  the  borders 
of    Austria -Hungary. 

The  prolongeil  diplomatic  conferences 
ai;  St.  Petersburg,  adds  the  correspond- 
ent, have  been  void  of  political  results. 

"The  persistent  unanimity  of  Aus- 
tria's ami  Germany's  bland  responses  to 
Ki!ssla's  despairing  appeal  for  a  hear- 
ing," he  declares,  "compels  the  unwill- 
ing conclusion  that  all  this  diplomatic 
effort  has  been  m'ere  byplay  to  gain 
time.  Hardly  any  doubt  eiclnts  that 
trermany  will  now  throw  off  the  mask 
and   openly   mobilize." 

The  Chronicle's  St.  Petersburg  corre- 
epomlent  asserts  that,  though  described 
as  only  rftirtlal,  the  Russian  mobtllwi- 
tion,  in  effect.  Is  general  and  absolute, 
and  that  the  sailors  of  the,  Baltic  and 
l-{la<;k  Sea.  tleets  have  been  ordered  to 
held  themselves  in  Immediate  roadlnoas. 

The  Chronicle'"  Warsaw  correspond- 
ent says  that  although  officially  there 
bar.  been  no  mobllliatlon  ordered  U\ 
Poland,  the  military  organizations  have 
taken  charge  Of  the  country.

LONDON,  July  30. — In  the  division 
of  general  surgery.  Dr.  Armstrong,  of 
Montreal,  a  Canadian  delegate  to  the 
clinical  congress,  read  a  paper  yester- 
day on   "typhoid  perforation." 

I'rom  recent  figures,  embracing  fl.OOO 
cases.  Dr.  Armstrong  showed  that  one- 
third  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  per- 
foration, which  w(U8  more  common  In 
men  than  In  women. 

Municipalities,  he  said,  by  effective 
leglsiation  for  securing  a  supply  of 
pure  water  and  an  effi<.''l«nt  drainage 
could  do  untold  servk-e  in  arresting 
the  disease,  and  this  enormous  waste 
of  young  lives,  the  most  susceptible 
period  being  from  the  age  of  flfteon 
to  twenty-five  years,  was  a  bad  reflec- 
tion upon  thehumnnltarlanism  and  bost- 
.ness  acumen  of  the  laity.  The  medloal 
profession  was  not  reaponslblo,  oon- 
duded'  Dr.  Armstrong. 


OTTAW.A,  July  30. — The  return  to  the 
capital  today  of  Hon.  Colonel  Sam 
Htighes,  Minister  of  Militia,  the  hurried 
summoning  of  the  .Militia  Council  and 
the  ordeps  which  have  heeti  issued  for 
garrisoning  and  strengthening  the  Cana- 
dian forts  at  Quebec  an<l  Hallfuv  shows 
that  the  situation  In  Burope  is  regarded 
here  as  i^erious.

He  ai.so 
stated  that  the  officers  of  his  dopf.t- 
ment  were  watching  events  closely,  and 
preparations  In  line  with  the  scheme  of 
defence  already  agreed  upon  were  being 
made, 

The  .MlUtla  Department  is  iiulelly 
n»nklng  prcpanitions  and  overhauling 
"■fiuipment,  .ho  that.  In  tl\e  event  of  Great 
Britain  being  Oragged  Into  the  .struggle 
and  Canadian  assistance  b«lng  rei'ilcd, 
the  mobilization  of  troops  can  take  place 
hurriedly  aiui  effectively.  The  Canadian 
militia  at  the  present  lime  Is  In  a  high 
stale  of  ••ffu-iency.  The  rei.ent  nioblll- 
zatlon  at  Petawawa,  when  13,000  men 
were  in  camp,  showed  that  the  forces  of 
Canada  were  well  prepared  at  the  pres- 
ent  time. 

Would  Bend  Troops 

That  Canada  would  send  troops  to  the 
aid  of  the  .Motherland  if  Great  Britain 
declared  war  Is  undoubted.  .-V  declara- 
,tlon  of  war  would  he  followed  at  cnce 
by  applications  for  enlistment,  and,  un- 
doubtedly. If  needed,  Canaxllan  regiments 
would   be  sent  to  the  old   land. 

Conservative  (i-jbinet  Ministers  ar(^ 
not  .slow  to  point  out  that  If  tlie  Liberal 
Senate,  following  the  Instructions  of  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurler,  bad  not  defeated  the 
Borden  naval  propo.sals,  Canada  would 
now  have  thri>e  dreadnoughts  In  British 
shipyards,  and  probably  complete  and 
reedy  to  tal>e  their  place  in  the  fighting 
line  of  the  Empire's  navy. 

The  position  of  Great  Britain  at  tiio 
present  moment  was  exactly  described 
by  .Sir  Ilobert  Borden  In  the  lntroductl,)n 
of  his  naval  speech,  when  lie  warned 
Parliament  that  war  might  coma  with 
appalling  suddenness.  The  present 
situation  in  PTurope  affords  ample  Justi- 
fication for  the  position  of  the  Govern- 
ment, end.  If  the  policy  had  gone  Into 
effect,  Canada  would  not  bo  in  tho 
humiliating  position  it  is  In  today  of  tae- 
Jng  unable  to  assist  the  lilmpire  nao'  in 
any  effective  manner  and  of  being  dc- 
ppndent  for  Its  self-preservation  upon 
the  fleet  of  England.

LONDON',  July  31.— At  .'n  midnight 
session  of  the  German  Cabinet  at  Pots- 
dam, presided  over  by  Emperor  William, 
a  strict  censorship  on  all  telegraph  lines 
was  ordered,  according  to  dispatches  re- 
ceived   here  early   this   morning. 

This  is  interpreted  here  as  imply- 
ing preparations  for  German  mobiliza- 
tion. It  Is  believed  that  a  few  hours 
will  decide  wliether  Europe  is  to  be 
plun.ged  Into  universal  warfare. 

Jt  Is  fully  expected,  both  at  London 
and  Berlin,  that  the  Russian  Foreign 
Minister,  Serglus  Sazonoff,  will  reply 
in  ♦.Tfi'iimn-y'-w  <le«»»»»d-  for-  an  <»Kplana- 
tlon  to  the  effect  that  Russian  mobiliza- 
tion has  already  been  ordered  and  can- 
not be  canceled. 

In  the  event  of  Germany  mobilizing.  It 
Is  expected  that  Premier  Ascpilth  will 
Immediately  ask  Parliament  to  sanction 
a  large  vote  of  credit  as  a  necessary 
precaution. 

Ontlook  Oloomr 

With  the  exception  of  official  reports 
from  Vienna,  given  in  the  briefest  form, 
anc:  thus  far  dealing  with  the  bombard- 
ment of  Belgrade  and  the  capture  of 
several  Servian  vessels  on  the  Danube, 
little  rciiablc  news  had  been  received 
last  night  In  London  concerning  ttte 
course    of  hostilities. 

While  the  news  of  the  actual  de- 
velopments in  the  A ustro-Servian  war 
is  unsatisfactory,  the  situation  Is  one 
of  growing  menace.  There  Is  a  vague 
report  that  Austria  and  Russia  are  atill 
engaged  In  diplomatic  negotiations 
through  the  medium  of  Berlin,  dlplo-' 
raatic  intercourse  between  these  two 
countries  having  been  suspended,  but 
slender  hopes  arc  entertained  of  success 
in    this   direction. 

Germany  addressed  a  note  to  Hussia 
reiiuestlng  an  explanation  of  Russia's 
mobilization,  and  In  the  absence  of  a 
satlsfftctpry  reply  it  Is  feared  Qormany 
may    take    steps    to    mobilize  'al.-<u.  ' 

It  is  understood  that  oti  the  failure 
of  his  conference  scheme,  .Sir  Edward 
Grey  invited  Germany  to  suggest  some 
way  out  of  the  difriculty,  and  all  eyes 
are  now  turned  to  the  German  Emperor 
as  the  man  upon,  whom  Europe's  fate 
depends. 

It  is  believed  that  If  the  German 
Emperor  so  desires,  peace  will  be  main- 
tained. 

Oermaay's    Tlew 

The  Oermun  view  is  that  It  behooves 
Great  Britain  and  France  to  bring 
pressure  upon  Russia  to  allow  the  two 
principals  to  settle  their  differences 
without  outside  interference.  In  the 
meantime  every  nation  in  Europe  Is 
taking  active  stops  to  be  prepared  foi> 
any   eventualities. 

The  Daily  Telegraph's  correspondent 
at  Vienna,  who  is  often  the  mouth- 
piece of  the  Austrian  Government,  saym 
thnt  air  Edward  Grey's  mediation  pro- 
posal must  not  have  the  object  of 
'modifying  the  peace  terms  agreed  upon' 
by   the   two  countries. 

"Tlje  Aiistro-Hungarlan-Servlan  con- 
flict, in  all  Its  phases,  from  the  word- 
ing of  the  note  to  tho  ratification  of  a 
peace  treaty."  he  says,  "is  deemed  to  bo 
a  matter  which  concerns  those  states 
alone.

Both 
these  elevators  have  a  capacity  of 
3,300,000  bushels,  and  this  can  be  In- 
crcnsied  until  they  li.ive  iho  enormous 
capacity  of  20,000,000  bushelM,  In  addi- 
tion both  these  elevators  are  furnlahod 
with  the  most  up-to-date  hospital  and 
cleaning  apparatus  for  hannilnR  grain. 
This  .Spring  a  thlru  tender  was  let  for 
another  big  elevator  at  Calgnry.  and 
the  work  Is  well  under  way.  As  the 
trade  requires  It  furtlier  elevators  will 
be  built   throughout  the  West.

The  creek  is  a.  small  area  of  water, 
forming  a  "cnl  de  sac"  running  out  of 
the  Selkirk  Water,  on  which  are  situate 
four  mills  and  the  corporation  yards. 
Tho  total  length  of  lt«  shore  line  is 
about  L',6r>0  feet,  of  which  the  Cameron 
Lumber  Co.  own  about  600  feet  front- 
age, the  city  about  5:i0  feet,  plus  about 
210  feet  along  the  side  of  Bridge 
Street;  James  Leigh  &  .*<ons  about  600 
feet;  the  Victoria  Shingle  .Mills  about 
ISO  feet,  and  .Moore  it  Whittington 
about  I'OO  feet  These  arc  all  manu- 
facturing properties  with  common 
user  rights  over  the  ivaters  of  tho 
creek.  The  creek  is  dry  to  the  mouth 
at  low  water  und  at  the.  head  has  from 
three  to  live  feel  of  water  at  high 
tide.  Leigh's  mills  were  eatabliehed 
about  1S90,  .ind  they  used,  without 
question,  the  wiiole  of  the  waters  of  the 
creek  as  their  booming  ground.  .As 
other  mills  became  estubllshed.  pro- 
vision had  to  bo  made  for  their  logs, 
and  the  rights  of  other  riparian  owners 
to  the  free  navigation  of  the  waters 
of  the  creek,  and  a  good  deal  of  in- 
convenience   was    experienced. 

It  iv  the  business  o£  the  Inner 
ll.ci.-r  .\ssoeliition  to  facilitate  and 
JuKlc!-  the  trade  of  the  port.  At  a 
hiw'clal  general  meetings  held  on 
October  !).  1913,  to  consider  the  mailer, 
the  mills,  amongst  them,  agreed  that 
a  map  of  the  creek  should  be  prepared, 
and  a  certain  area  should  be  reserved. 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  harbor 
master,  for  the  storage  of  Leigh's 
logs,  and  that  they  should  keep  within 
that  area,  on  condition  that  the  other 
mills  to  store  their  logs  on  the  west 
side  of  their  holding.-*.  Tbi.s.  .is  a  most 
feasible  solution  of  the  difficulty,  was 
approved  by  all  the  parties.  Including 
the  harbor  master,  and  was  embodied 
as  an  "application"  for  foreshore  privi- 
leges (not  for  a  -wharf,  but  solely  as  a 
corral  for  logs  to  cut  in  the  mllli,  and 
was  referred  to  the  Council.  Please 
understand,  Leigh's  mills  did  not  apply 
for  unylhlng  they  do  not  now  enjoy, 
but  in  the  common  Interest  they  agreed 
to  keep  their  logs  within  crtalii 
boundft.  if  the  other  mills  would  lake 
the  same  <'oursc,  thus  leaving,  a  clear 
ehanncl  of  about  l&O  feet  In  width  on 
the  northern  side  of  tho  creek.  This 
space  is  at  present  covered  with  stray 
lng.«,  which  have  to  be  removed  at 
tlmoH  to  allow  others  to  pass.  The 
Council,  however,  as  advised  by  the 
engineer,  blindly  opposed  everything; 
tliey  evidently  did  not  understand  any- 
thing about  the  inalt'r.  but  simply 
opposed    It. 

Xow>-  what  does  this  mean?  The 
Council,  as  advised,  are  opposed  to  tho 
lumber  mills,  because  they  store  the 
necessary  raw  materia}  In  the  harbor, 
under  the  direction  of  the  harbor 
master.  These  mills  are  the  greatest 
Industry  wo  have  In  this  city  and  cir- 
culate a  very  large  monthly  pay  roll 
lunongst  our  citizens,  and  yet  here  is 
the  (.'ouncll  blindly  opposing  their  vital 
Interests.  The  Council  has  just  ap- 
jolnled  a  commissioner  for  the  develop- 
ment of  trade  and  Industries  of  the 
city  as  a  cost  of  some  »4,000  a  year, 
or  more,  and  yet  the  first  thing  they 
do  Is  to  endeavor  to  throw  Impedi- 
ments In  the  way  of  the  staple  Industry 
of  the  place.  This  Is  trying  to  kill 
trads   of   the   cliy,   that   Is  all. 

Our  attitude,  as  the  bona  fide  re- 
pre<«<<nt"itlves  of  the  harbor  Industries, 
is  an  endeavor  to  keep  within  com- 
mercial possibilities,  because  a  few- 
cents,  for  Instance,  on  the  prime  cost 
of  rough  lumber  maltcs  a  sale  possible 
<ir  imr>osslblc,  holds  the  trade  In  Vic- 
toria or  nends  it  away,  means  a  large 
or  small  monthly  pay  roll.  Thus  the 
extreme  Importance  of  .lecurlng  every 
possible  facility  for  handling  Indus- 
trial products.  The  Council,  we  thlr.U, 
were  not  fully  or  well  advised  when 
they  acted  iidversely  towards  the  pro- 
posed   urrangemeiii. 

NA'lth  regard  to  the  t'ameion  Luniuer 
project:  this  Is  on  the  west  side  of 
their  mills,  on  a  small,  shallow  bay, 
open  to  tho  .Selkirk  water.  Into  which 
all  floating  waste  material  drifts  and 
foiinrti;r«  In  Its  shadow  waters.  This 
small  area  Is  of  no  value  or  use  to 
anyone  as  It  Is;  It  is  outside  an  ques- 
tion of  navigation.  Cameron  alone 
can  utilise  it  by  reclaiming  it  and 
thus,  at  once,  remove  the  stagnant, 
useless  area  and.  by  paying  rent  for  It, 
make  It  of  public  and  private  vaule. 
With  this  aspect  of  the  cast  before  us, 
wo  consider  it  to  be  In  the  public  in- 
terest to  support  that  application,  and 
that  the  Council  was  not  well  advised 
In  opposing  it. 

This  is  a  very  serious  question,  Mr. 
Icditor,  and  must  be  fought  to  a 
finish.  It  la  important  that  the  cltl- 
sens  Mhould  thennselveii  understand 
the  matter.

NAVAL  VOLUNTEERS  HOLD  MARCH  OUT  THROUGH  CITY 


B,  C,  Electric  Co,  Has  Refused 
to  Renew  Tracks  on  Oak 
Bay  Avenue  Where  Perma- 
nent Paving  Is  to  Be  Laid. 


.^ftor  havini?,  a*i  the  cwner.<<  on  tho 
.street  aiiil  menilipr.-s  of  the  City  Council 
.Hiippo.fed,  conivletod  all  preliminary 
steps  towards  having  the  pavinjf  worlt 
on  Oak  Bny  Avenue,  lietween  JMcGrctfor 
Street  and  th;;  city  limits.  cavricrl 
throufe'h  jind  a  hitiiUthie  pavement  on 
a  conortfte  ba.so  laid  to  replace  the  ex- 
iKtiHK  dclapitaled  .surface,  a  hituh  liad 
occurred  which  may  prevent  the  <-ar- 
ryiHB  through  of  tlie  Improvenicnl.  The 
B.  C.  Electric  Company  has  notified 
the  city  that  It  cannot  con.sent  to  con- 
trUuitlng  anything  towards  the  new 
work  in  the  way  of  replacing  lis  track 
foundations.  The  company  polnte  out 
that  four  years  ago  it  went  to  consid- 
erable expense  in  relaylin?  ItK  track 
alon^-  that  portion  of  the  thoroughfare 
ti>  permit  of  the  improveiuent  of  tho 
street  with  a  tar  macadam  roadway. 
The  company  cannot  .see  that  it  i.-* 
called  upon  to  pay  any  furtlier  sum  la 
having  the  concrete  -work  under  its 
track.s  done  now,  a.s  would  bo  nece.ssary 
if  the  permanent  type  of  pavement  's^yr\. 
po«e<t   is   laid. 

Recently,  tho  Council  approved  of 
the  petition  submitteil  by  a  l^rge  ma- 
jority of  ownei-R,  Liotli  In  wumbers  and 
in  value  o'r  propert.v.  to  lie  aasc-cstjd 
for  tho  work.  They  urged  that  the  work 
he  undertaken.  The  petition  asked  for 
the  whole  roadway  to  be  paved,  but  in 
view  of  tho  refu.ial  <it  the  company  to 
pay  any  part  of  the  co«l,  the  track 
work  would  have  to  )>e  paid  for  either 
liy  the  city  or  llic  owners,  or  by  l)oth. 
The  pavement  could  not  be  proceeded 
with  by  leaving  out  the  track  portion 
under  tlxo  petition  already  received. 

On  Haultain  Street  the  paving  work 
i.s  being  proceeded  with,  irre.spectlve  of 
till  tramway  company,  but  there  no 
track.s  have  a.s  yet  lieen  laid,  though 
the  compan.  lia.s  Ijcen  notified  of  th<- 
ciuy'.s  intention  to  proceed,  and  ha.i 
not  made  any  attempt  to  lay  the  trai.-ks 
for  the  proposeil  Bay  .Street,  Ilaultaln 
Street  service.  .Should  the  company 
later  desire  to  lay  tracks  on  llaulialn 
Stroet.lt  muHt  p«y  the  entire  cost  of 
the  work.  As  the  legal  po«llion  of  tlie 
city  and  company  now  .stands,  the  com- 
pany can  lie  compelled  to  pay  for  the 
concrete  liawe  under  it.s  rails.  In  cases 
wlicre  a  street  \»  to  be  paved,  hut 
where,  after  notice,  tlie  company  does 
not  proceed  wltli  U.«i  work  of  ti-acklay- 
Ing  on  a  street  to  be  paved  and  the  etty 
lays  the  pavement,  the  company,  oliould 
it  later  construct  a  line  of  tracks,  must 
pay  the  whole  coat  of  tearing  up  the, 
pavement  and   laying  tlie   tracks. 

Owing  to  various  dpluy.s  on  streetB 
whieh  the  city  contemplated  paving 
imder  the  arrangement  with  the  Can- 
adian .Mineral  Uiibb(M-  Company,  tho 
company  has  not  been  doing  any  sur- 
facing work  for  over  a  month.  The 
city  agreed  to  give  the  company  20,000 
Htjuare  yards  per  month,  but  witli  the 
Fairfield  ,\venue  work  abandoned  for 
the  year,  the  Oak  Bay  ,\veniie  owner.s 
demanding  a  bllulithic  pavement,  and 
Pandora  Avenue  work  only  starting,  so 
far  as  laying  of  the  concrete  base 
Is  concorneO,  there  hag  been  no  area 
ready   for   the   company. 

At  thin  afternoMi'.'j  meeting  of  tho 
.streete  committee  of  the  (^Ity  Council, 
there  may  be  diHCii.ssion  of  the  attitude 
of  the  B.  C.  Telephone  Company,  aa  set 
forth  in  the  conference  between  Mr. 
O.  H.  Hal.se,  repreaentlnif  the  company, 
and  .\cting  Mayor  Porter,  City  Engineer 
Ru«t  and  City  Comptroller  Raymur,  on 
Wednenday.  The  city  will.  however, 
wait  until  the  opinion  asked  from  Mr. 
E.  V.  Bodwcll.  K.  C,  on  the  whole  ques- 
tion of  the  city's  legal  poaLtttin  iinder 
the  agreement  between  the  ally  and 
company  la  in  hand.  A  sjwclal  eesston 
of  the  board  will  then  probably  be  held. 
In  the  meantime,  the  company,  aa  In- 
timated to  tho  city,  la  proceeding  with 
tbe  aoqulaltion  of  eaaementa  to  permit 
of  the  running  of  the  lateral  conduiti 
from  the  street  «yatem  Into  adjolnlni^ 
block*. 

City  Engineer  Ruat  will  probably 
hare  a  report  ready  for  the  eummlttee 
relative  to  the  result  of  the  conference 
between  hlmeelf,  representing  the  clly. 
and  Mr.  F.  C.  Oamble,  Provlnclnl  -n- 
glneor,  and  Mr.  Conway,  chief  engineer 
of  the  B.  C  Electric  Company,  relatt\-e 
to  tho  poflilbilUr  of  «tr«ngth«nlng  the 
propoted  Johnaon  Strett^  turtac*  to  per-  : 


mit  of  fifty-ton  electric  locomotive*! 
being  operated  over  the  company's 
tracks  on  th©  bridge.  The  company  bas? 
urged  that  this  ran  be  done  wlth<nit 
exceeding  the  .IJSO.OOO  which  it  has 
promised  io  contrilnjte  towards  the  cost 
of  tho  bridge.  Tlie  conference  of  eu- 
gUJeers  was  suggested  to  consider  tlio 
matter  and  to  prepare  estimates  o^  the 
cn*!t  of  the  additional  work.  The  cilj', 
however,  has  taken  the  stand  that  it 
will  not  pay  for  this  work.  The  com- 
pany has  made  It  clear  that  It  does 
not  feel  caTled  upon  to  pay  anytiiing 
inrro  than  its  promised  contribution, 
holding  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  city 
to  i-onstruct  a  bridge  Ktrong  enough  to 
permit  of  the  company  handling  ifrf 
freight,  as  well  a.s  pastionger  traJ'fic, 
on    the    ne?w    bridge. 


RAPID  PROGRESS  ON 

STREEr  PAVING  WORK 

Gieat  progreas  Is  being  mado  on  the 
Pandora  .Street  paving  and  double- 
tracking.  Over  200  men  are  employed 
on  the  work  botwocji  Douglas  Street 
and  Cook  Slr<>cl.  With  tliis  large  num- 
ber of  workers,  with  tho  dry  weallier 
in  thi.-ir  favor,  conditions  arc  daily  be- 
ing improved  and  the  worit  Is  rapidly 
uearing  completion.  The  street  Is  being 
paved  by  f«ections,  and  while  none  of 
th«  work  is  absolutely  complete  and 
rtMdy  for  traffic,  the  first  coating  has 
been  laid  and  is  ready  for  the  asphalt 
in   many   places. 

The  double-tracking  lia.s  now  been 
laid  over  the  entire  length,  from  Doug- 
las Street  to  the  switch  on  Cook  Street, 
wltli  but  a  few  g^s  where  there  has 
been  delay  owing  to  the  coraent  work. 
The  rails  are  at  present  being  .secured 
to  ilio  sleepers,  and  .  the  Unti  •will  be 
rea-dy  f<jr  regular  car  traffic  as  soon 
as  tho  concrete  i.s  laid.  Tho  present 
carline  will  not  be  u.scd  after  the  com- 
pletion of   the  new   one. 

At  Cook  Strei't,  on  the  south  side, 
where  the  paving  work  commences, 
some  rock  liiul  to  be  Idastcrl  in  order 
to  reduce  that  section  to  tho  surround- 
ing level.  On  the  soutli  side  of  Pan- 
dora, between  Cook  and  Vancouver 
Streets,  the  road  Is  almost  ready  for 
tlu'.  first  coating  of  paving  material, 
and   the   surface    Is    being   leveled. 

At  tho.  corner  of  Vancouver  and  I'an- 
dora  Streets  a  concrete  mixer  is  belns 
used  for  the  work  between  Vancouver 
and  Quadra  Streets.  This  section  has 
had  the  first  concrete  coating  as  far  as 
a  point  .-iboiit  thirty-five  yanls  ea.st  of 
tjuadra  .Street.  Ki'om  Quadra  to  Hlansh- 
ard  tho  ground  i.s  being  ploughed  awA 
carts  are  being  used  to  carry  away  the 
surplus  material.  This  part  is  being 
Imvered  rapidly  and  it  will  be  only  a 
matter  of  a  day  or  two  before  the  road 
will   be    ready   for   the   concrete. 

On  the  section  between  Blanshai'd  and 
Dougla.s  Streets  nothing  has  yet  been 
done.  On  the  north  aide  of  Pandora 
Street  greater  progress  has  been  made. 
The  strip  of  road  between  Blanshard 
and  Quadra  Is  all  ready  for  the  con- 
crete, and  from  Quadra  Street  on  to  a 
point  about  half  way  to  Vancouver 
Street,  tho  concrete  Is  just  being  laid 
and  it  will  soon  be  renily  for  asphalt. 
The  rest  of  the  section  is  prepared  for 
the  first  coaling.  Tho  concrete  work 
is  complete  between  Vancouver  and 
Cook    Streets.

If  the  widow  Is  s'^en  tho  money  it 
will  take  to  support  her  children  in  nn 
InslUlilton  she  will  be  able  to  brinp 
thenv  up  well.  Wlietl  Ibey  are  taken 
from,  her  she  too  often  loses  her  self- 
respect  and  deprived  of  the  comfort  of 
their  presence  and  their  love,  either 
biTomeii  iinhappv  or  seeks  dl.str-iction  In 
unwholesome  exci lenient.  The  day  will 
come  when  our  children  will  point  to 
the  separation  of  motliers  and  children 
as  ono  of  the  defects  of  our  civillisa- 
flon. 

Tt  Is  hoped  that  nothlnR  that  has 
been  sab'!  will  be  taken  as  a  reflection 
on  those  noble  Tv'omcn  who  have  spent 
thftir  lives  In  filllnjr  the  place  of 
mother  to  scores  of  children  In  orphan- 
apes  here  or  elsewhere.  They  have 
accomplished  wonders.  But  the  task  Is 
too  haril.  Rven  mother  love  is  not 
universal  and  there  must  be  many  re- 
strictions where  th<Te  sre  tnnny  chil- 
dren that  Interfere  with  tho  frecdtun 
without,  which  they  cannot  live  a 
healthy  life.

The  Colusa  was  seventeen  days  from 
Tocopllla  for  ban  Francisco,  where  she 
discharged  l,50i'  tons  of  nitrate.  On 
unloading  at  San  Franclgco  she  steamed 
direct  for  Tacoina.  Sire  Is  scheduled  to 
shift  to  liu'jont  where  the  nitiate  will 
lie  discharged.  Slie  will  then  shift  back 
to    the  smelter   with   tho  ore. 

Flour,  lumber  and  general  freight 
will  ix)  loaded  by  the  Colusa  at  this 
and  other  North  Pacific  ports  for  the 
return    voyage    to    the   West   Coast. 
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Former  Pacific  Coast  Steam- 
ship Raised  by  Vancouver 
Concern  After  Being  Sub- 
merged for  Over  ■  a  Year, 


Submerged  I'or  over  a  year  at  Warm 
Chuck,  Alaska,  the  steamship  Curacao, 
formerly  owned  by  the  Paoitlc  Steam- 
ship Co.,  has  at  last  been  succeasfully 
raised,  and  will  shortly  be  towed  South 
by  the  salvors.  The  Curacao  was 
raised  on  Wednesday,  after  several 
months  of  effort  by  the  Vancouver 
Dredging:  &  Salvage  Company.  The 
whole,  salvage  Plan  la  the  reault  of 
careful  thought  and  calculation  on  the 


pan  of  captain  a.  iJisseit,  manager  qz 
the  salvage  concern. 

The  Curacao,  which  was  owned  by 
the  Paclflc  Coast  Steamship  Co..  wa« 
wrecked  at  Warm . JJhuclfj.  Alaska,  ««}_ 
June  21,  1913.  Shrla  a  veaael  of  367 
feet  in  length,  38  feet  beam,  and  17,S 
feet  deep.  She  weigtis  1,480  tons,  and 
when  she  foundered  had  on  board  800 
tons  of  coal  and  .750.  tons  of  geneii'l 
freight.  She  sank  In  seventy-eight  feet 
of  ■water  at  low  tide^,  and  the  tidal 
range  was  tifteen  feet.  The  wreck  was 
purchased  by  the  Vancouver  Dredging 
&  Salvager  Co.  on  August  25,  19ia, 
The  lirst  salvage  crew  was  sent  North 
in  .Seiitember,  J 913,  in  charge  of  W,  A. 
BIssett.  and  by  October  30,  1018,  all 
of  the  general  cargo  had  been  taken 
out  of  the  submerged  shli).  On  April 
20  last,  W.  A,  .BIsset  and  a  salvage 
crew  went  North  and  started  operations 
with  a  view  to  removing:  the  coal.  A 
suction  pump  was  used  and  the  coal 
was    all    recovered. 

Channel  Was  Dredged. 

Tlie  Curacao's  bow.  was  lying  hard 
up  against  an  abrupt  beach,  and  the 
•flrat  of  many  ditHcult  tasks  was  to 
dredge  a  channel  ahead  of  the  ship  for 
110  feet  and  ijring  this  channel  to  the 
saute  grade  &s  the  beach  on  which  th« 
hull  rested.  As  the  Curacao  had  settled 
some  eight  feet  in  the  sand  and  silt, 
it  became  necessary  to  use  a  hydraulic 
jet  to  work  a  passage  und'ernrnth  the 
hull  for  the  lifting  slings. 
Cofferdam  Built 

B.\  May  lu,  the  work  of  dredging 
the  channel,  pasaing  the  aUnga  under 
the  hull  and  building  a  "cofferdam 
around  numher  one  hold  was  completed. 
Then  the  salvors  had  to  ttgure  on  some 
extra  lifting  povv*r,  and  600  empty 
gasoline  drums,  with  a  total  lifting 
l>ower  of  i;70  tons,  were  stowed  in  num- 
ber two  hold.  These  drums  were  used 
as  a  steadying  power  for  the  hull  as 
well  as'  10  assist  scows,  which  were 
afterwards  moored  from  the  surface  to 
the  hull  and  which  had  to  do  the  main 
lifting  work.  It  was  found  necessary 
to  list  the  8hit>  bodily  and  pull  her 
forward  into  the  dredged  channel  lo 
permit  of  pumping  out.  This  hauling 
ahead  was  accomplished  by  using 
powerful  tackle  made  fast  to  the  bow 
of  the  vessel  and  working  from  a 
■•deadnian"  sunk  in  the  bea'.h  some  300 
foet  away.  Scvcrjil  applljincps  wore 
d-cvised  and  Inslullol  on  scows,  making 
it  possible  to  draw  the  heavy  dV^-lneh 
steel  Cables  taut.  .So  accurately  were 
these  winches  built  that,  when  all  the. 
cables  were  taut,  there  was  not  a  vari- 
ation of  "111'  inch  iii  the  slack  of  each 
Si  I  UK. 

Then  lanie  the  exciting  time  when 
the  -salvors  would  know  whether 
th«dr  t:Hrpfully  laid  i»lsns  would  b«? 
crowned  with  success.  Aided  by  a. 
favorable  tide,  and  with  the  scows  in 
position,  the  test  was  made  and  the 
hull  slowly  raised  Itself  out  of  Us 
sand.>-  bod.  The  winches  -were  taken 
up  and  tho  hull  hauled  ahead  for  sixty 
feet.  The  following  day  (he  slings 
Were  roadjnsled,  and  the  Curacao  was 
hauled  ahead  forty  feet.  On  Wednes- 
day, at  low  water,  the  doc-ks  were  ex- 
P0H«d,  the  powerful  pumiis  started,  the 
holds  pumped  out,  and  the  Curacao 
was  floated  after  spending  over  a  year 
submerged    In    Alaskan    waters.

When  on  her  voyaye  from  Hongkong 
to  Saigon  recently,  thu  Amerloan  steam- 
er Mackinaw  eustalned  damage  to  her 
machinery  shortly  after  leaving  the 
former  port  and  was  forced  to  put  back 
for  repairs.  Apparently  the  mishap 
was  not  of  a  serluua  nature,  as  cable 
advices  that  the  Mackinaw  was  en- 
abled to  continue  her  voyage  to  Saigon 
after  a  delay  of   twenty-four   hours. 

Some  Interest  la  attached  to  the 
above  news  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
Victoria  was  the  last  port  of  call 
touched  at  by  the  Mackinaw  when  she 
cleared  this  Coast  laat  February  for  the 
Orient.  She  leiT  this  Coast  under  pe- 
culiar circumstances,  the  Mackinaw 
completing  her  lumber  cargo  in  Esqui- 
mau Harbor,  where  she  had  been  divert- 
ed from  Belllngham.  The  Mackinaw 
was  manned  by  a  t'hlnese  crew,  shipped 
over  from  the  Orient  for  the  purpose, 
and  as  the  United  States  shipping  iawa 
do  not  allow  an  American  vessel,  ply- 
ing In  the  offshore  trade,  to  be  manned 
by  Orientals,  the  owners  of  the  Mac- 
kinaw, the  Hubert  Dollar  Company,  de- 
cided to  es-ade  trouble  by  ordering  the 
vessel  to  British  Columbia  to  complete 
her  cargo,  The  lumber  was  brought  up 
Irani  Belllngham  on  acows  and  placed 
aboard    the   Mackinaw    at   l-Jaqulinalt. 

In  command  of  Captain  Krebs,  she 
sailed  from  Victoria  on  February  14 
for  China. 

She  e-xpeiienced  ati  eventful  voyage 
across  the  l^olflc,  as  being  a  ve.ssel 
of  about  2.000  tons  net  register,  and 
heavily  laden,  the  seas  washed  right 
over  her. 

While  battling  with  Winter  galea  lu 
niid-Paclftc  a  oonalderable  part  of  her 


deck  load  was  washetT* over  hoard,  and 
the  vessel  was  more  or  less  damaged 
when  she  eventually  reached  Mororan. 
The  Robert  Dollar  Company  decided 
to  keep  the  Mackinaw  In  the  Orient,  and 
she  is  now  operating  in  live  China  coast- 
ing trade.

AffaU^  iotA-lbania  have,  however,  an 
iTidlrecr  iTupcinancc  f or  ourselves  ^3  * 
Mohammedan  power,  which  Is  scarcely 
less  than  that  of  any  other  movement 
ill  the  kaleidoscope  of  Balkan  politics 
during  the  past  two  years.  Sonic  of 
tho  facts  connected  with  tho  insurgent 
rising  are  still  obscure;  but  it  ^seems 
clear  that  the  Young  Turks  have  been 
throughout  at  the  bottom  of  the  insur- 
rection, and  that,  whether  it  be  ad- 
mitted or  not,  the  policy  of  the  various 
denominations  of  Albanian  rebels  has 
at  root  been  Phllo-Turklsh.  Ttirkieh 
statesmen  profess  to  see  a  glea.m  of 
light  amid  the  clouds  which  lower  over 
Diirazzo,  but  It  is  a  gleam  that  seems  in 
their  opinion  to  depend  upon  an  open 
recognition  of  Ottoman  interests  in  .Al- 
bania. Here  they  build  upon  sand. 
Mhate\er  be  the  fate  o^  the  present 
.Mpret.  or  of  his  8ucce«sor,  it  Is  clear 
that  the  hopes  of  the  Turks  for  a  Mos- 
lem Prince  of  Albania  are  doomed  to 
disappointment.  The  present  Prince  has 
not.  perhaps,  the  personality  which 
alone  could  save  the  situation  In  Al- 
bania, and  it  may  be  that  the  Inter- 
national Commission  will  have  a  longer 
life  than  Was  ever  anticipated  or  In- 
tended by  the  Chanceries  of  Kurope; 
hut  to  one  thing  the  Turk  may  ae  well 
make  up  his  mind  at  once.  .Vo  victories 
won  by  the  new  Moslems  will  result  in 
the  occupation  of  the  .Mbanlan  throne 
by    an    Ottoman    Prince. 

But    Ahdul    Hamid    did    not    bequeath' 
in    vain    his    diplomatic    esample    to    his 


Hucuessurs.  The  Tfirk  Is  an  adept  at 
fishing  in  troubled  waters,  end  thtmgh 
the  skein  has  become  more  tangled  than 
ever  *dnce  the  Introduction  of  the  en- 
larged family  of  Balkan  Btateu  Into  the 
already  existing  European  melee,  the 
Issues  are  haudled  by  the  Porto  with 
something  of  the  old  daring  and  dex- 
terity of  Ylldiz  Kiosk.  The  expatria- 
tion of  Greeks  from  the  shores  of  Asia 
Minor,  which  has  recently  been  the 
aulijecl  of  .serious  complaint  both  In 
I'onstantiuople  and  -Vthen^,  has  been 
prompted  p.irtly  by  a  wish  to  pay  off 
old  scores  and  iiartly  liv  the  strategic 
necessity  of  drawing  a  purely  Turkish 
cordon  round  t'onstantlnoplc.  That  the 
Porte  has  chosen  the  present  moment 
to  act  against  Greek  aeltlera  is  merely 
another  proof  of  Inc  e.iccellence  of  the 
intelligence  department  upon  which  the 
foreign  Office  in  C'on«stantlnople  relics. 
Lastly,  there  remains  for  brief  notice 
the  relations  between  Italy  and  Aus- 
tria, so  far  as  those  arc  concerned  by 
the  necessity  for  Joint  action  in  Al- 
bania. The  three  members  of  the 
Triple  Kntonto  are  willing  ^-hough  to 
stand  asjde  ♦'-.•■•i  this  trouble.

The  Standard  of  evidence  as  tu  the 
"short  weieht  fraud"  adduced  before  the 
.special  committee  of  the  House  of  c'om- 
mons.  By  a.  curious  coincidence  the 
I'tire  Food  and  Health  Society  of  Great 
Britain  has  received  by  mall  from  New- 
Zealand  the  report  of  the  Commission 
on  the  Cost  of  Living  in  that  Dominion. 

This  report  contains  a  chapter  on  the 
practice  of  giving  short  weight  in  the 
sale  of  commodities  done  up  In  packets. 
It  is  showMi  that  the  unscrupulous  co- 
lonial trader  is  at  least  eaual  to  him  of 
the  Mother  Country.  Jivldenco  was 
given  before  the  commission  that  arti- 
cles of  food  In  everyday  use  were  sold 
short  in  weight  all  over  the  country. 
The  commission  deputed  an  officer  lo 
make  a  thorough  Investigation,  anl  he 
purchased  seventy-one  packets  of  tea, 
coffee,  cocoa,  butter,  mustard,  pepper, 
rice,  and  many  other  commonly  u.^-d 
articles. 

ArH— thwe  wriielrw  w^fe-ashed— foTr-atnV 
sold,  as  specific  fiuauUties  at  a  f.xed 
price.  Of  the  scventy-onie  articles,  forty 
(or  56  per  cent)  were  foifnd  to  be  ,ihori 
In  weight  or  measure.

"If  we  can  only  ti'll  Hio  importing 
countries  of  the  world  tiuit  L>ouglas  Fir 
Is  not  folumlila  liiver  Oregon,  but  tim- 
ber grown  In  British  Columljia.  and 
can  bo  shipped,  inspected  and  passed 
by  the  British  (..'olumbla  Government, 
financed  by  British  banks,  sent  In  Brit- 
ish bottoms,  and  sold  through  British 
firms,  we  are  starting  that  B.  C-  Cwm- 
merce  which  we  hope  will  bo  such  a 
factor  lu  making  British  Cohimliia's 
prosperity    in    the    near    fvitiire.

Mpection  Bureau,  such  as  i  suggested, 
and  would  then  gro  further  by  sending 
as  official  representative  to  the  differ- 
ent trade  centres,  for  the  purpose  of 
Interviewing  ahlpowners,  banks.  mer- 
ohants,  and  other  people  interested  In 
the  lumber  trade,  who  would  nend  Ids 
reports  end  auggentlonn  both  to  tho

Carpentier  Is  a  wonderful  man  with 
a  wonderful  career.  He  owes  much  of 
his  success  to  the  tutoring  of  .\mcriean 
boxers,  amo^ig  them  ■Willie  Lewis,  a 
has-been  middleweight,  but  of  Al 
ability  al  one  time.  Carpentler's  career 
In  the  ring  began  as  a  bantam  ut  the 
age  of  thirteen.  In  over  six  years  of 
ring  service  he  has  fought  his  way 
up  through  a  field  of  flghlers  of  Kngllsh 
and  continental  promlnenco,  winning* 
the  titles  In  each  class  ns  he  took  on 
years  and   weight. 

In  his  march  to  the  front  h*^  has 
KUfCercd  several  (♦ethacks,  among  them 
defeats  by  the  Dixie  Kid,  Frank  Klaus 
nnd  Billy  Papke,  but  those  may  be 
ascribed  to  the  fact  that  l;e  was  grow- 
ing and  in  a  transition  .<tt8ge  i^s  to 
weight.

TRIAL  SUSPENDED  OF 

GERMAN  AGITATOR 

Action    Against     Socialist    Woman    Who 

Bald   Privates   in  the   Army  Were 

Maltreated  Is  Called  Mistake 

The  trial  of  llosa  Luxemburg,  the 
Socialist  agitator,  who  la  charged  with 
having  made  accusations  of  brutality 
against  the  German  army,  has  now 
been  suspended.  Krau  Luxemburg  had 
declared  tliat  cases  of  maltreatment  of 
privates  by  German  officers  were  of 
daily  occurrence.  Before  opening  the 
proceedings,  the  president  of  the  law 
court  slated  tliat  In  no  circumstances 
would  any  political  discussion  be  al- 
lowed; anyone  who  tried  to  attack  any 
state  institution  would  bo  severely 
punished. 

For  the  first  day  of  the  trial  more 
than  100  witnesses  were  cited,  among 
whom  wero  the  Minister  of  War.  Horr 
V*.  Falkenhayn,  and  many  Social  l>emo- 
crats.  Members  of  Parllainent.  llefore 
the  trial  began,  the  counsel  for  tlie 
defense  objected  to  two  of  the  judges 
88  being  prejudiced,  on  acco\int  of  their 
having  served  as  officers  on  the  reserve. 
His  motion  In  this  connection  was, 
however,  rejected.  Ills  statement  at  tho 
commencement  of  the  trial,  to  the  effect 
that  he  could  prove  more  than  30,000 
cases  of  maltreatment,  caused  some 
considerable  stir.  Further  proceedings 
showed,  nevertheless,  that  in  by  far  tho 
gretiter  number  of  these  cases,  the  so- 
called  maltreatment  was  not  caused  by 
officers,  but  by  fellow-privates  wlio  had 
served   a   longer    time   In    the   ranks. 

On   the  resumption   of   the  trial,   which 

had   been  adjourned   for  a  few' days,   the 

public   prosecutor    moved   a   further   ad- 

lournment,    and    as    already    stated    the 

•case  was   suspended 

A  letter  was  rend  from  the  war 
minister,  who  stated  that,  in  the  short 
tlm"  available,'  it  had  not  been  |)osslhte 
to  collect  the  offlcinl  versions  of  the 
various  cases,  and  he  therefore  claimed 
the  right  to  submit  to  examination  by 
court  martial  all  cases  of  maltreatment 
of  private  soldiers  to  which  the  wit- 
nesses for  the  defense  of  Frau  l,,uxem- 
burg  were  ready  to  awear.  The  Hocial- 
Dcmocrats  seo  In  this  adjournment 
merely  a  postponement  of  the  lawsuit 
in   order   to   gain    time. 

The  Conservative  and  Liberal  press 
are  unanimous  in  their  denouncement  ot 
the  la'wsult  which  they  regard  rs  a 
(Tava  tactical  mistake  on  the  part  of 
tb«  war  minister.  It  is  bellev^a  that 
the  position  of  the  Social-Democrat 
party,  which  has  been  nerlously  im- 
paired through  the  affair  in  the  Uelch- 
aUg,  will  only  be  strengthened  by  the 
tnwsnit,  and  at  the  same  time  It  will 
hardly  raise  the  army  in  Ihe  popular 
estlmatl<m.

1908--13,  the  per- 
centage of  the  sUndard  condition  for 
wtlieat,  rye.  harley  and  oats  represents 
the  promise  of  yields  per  acre  .superior 
to  the  six-year  average  in  the  case  of 
Spring  wlioat  and  barley  by  3  per  cent, 
and  of  rye  by  1  per  cent,  equal  to  the

Oscrsasa    in    Eastern    Canada 

In  making  their  estimates  this  year 
correspondents  were  reciiwatcd  to  take 
specially  into  account  the  known  large 
exportation  to  the  Vnlted  States  of 
farm  livestock  con-sequent  upon  the  re- 
duction of  the  rmtod  States  tarlTf  last 
October,  and  although  many  corres- 
pondents reported  thnl  new  breeding 
stock  will  largely  make  up  for  the 
doflciencica  caused  by  these  increases 
In  the  exports.  It  Is  apparent  that  tho 
diminutions  shown  were  caused  by 
such  exports.  Tabulation  of  the  re- 
turns by  Provinces  shows  that  the 
decrease  is  mainly  In  the  PJastern  part 
of  Cana^la,  since  satisfactory  increases 
are  shown  for  the  Northwest  Provinces, 
especially    Saskatchewan    and    .\lbertn.

The  l.'nlled  KtutFN  ambassador  was  the 
principal  guest  at  the  banquet  given  on  In- 
dependence Day  by  the  Amarlcan  Boclely  In 
lyondon,  Mr.  Fred  risk  presided  over  a 
distinguished  eompany  ot  about  liOil.  which 
included  I>ord  Hryce.  i^ord  Shuttleworth. 
I>ord  Justice  PicUford,  Commander  Sym- 
ington   and   Mr.    Irwtn   I^aughlln. 

Viscount  Uryce,  in  proposing  the  tnsst 
"His  Excellency  the  American  Ambassa- 
dor," paid  a  Ihgh  tribute  to  fjr.  I'age, 
whom  ho  described  as  an  iidnilrablo  expon- 
ent ot  the  sentiments  and  feelings  of  ills 
own  country  In  reference  lo  Great  Britain.

The  capital  applications  of  the  half- 
yi^tr  reached  the  huge  total  of  1152.- 
OOO.OOO — an  unprecedented  tigure  for  a 
lierlod  ■vtiiich  has  contained  no  Stock 
Kxchange  boom  to  call  forth  a  multi- 
tude of  prospectuses.  The  condition  of 
the  Stock  Kxchange,  in  fact,  has  lent 
very  little  assistance  to  the  prospectus- 
monger,  the  only  periods  when  markets 
■wer«  otherwise  than  stagnant  occurring 
in  the  last  fortnight  of  January  and 
tho  first  week  or  so  of  February.  That 
revival  was  almost  entirely  due  -Ip 
the  sudden  easing  of  numey  rates,  when 
the  end-ol'-the-yeur  pr'essurc  was  re- 
laxed and  its  chief  effect  on  the  capital 
market  was  to  enable  underwriters  to 
sell  or  to  carry  without  difficulty  the 
stocks  they  Jiad  been  obliged  to  tak« 
up    in   the  previous  Autumn.
